P hila d e lphia , Aug. 15.— Margaret Kea- 
ley , an Irish girl of 18, arriv ed in New 
York two weeks ago and came to Philadel­ 
phia. 
On Wednesday night she died in the 
farmhouse of Edwin Hunt, near Camden, 
N. J ., after twelv e hours of intense agony . 
The county phy sician made a cursory ex am­ 
ination and gav e a burial certificate an­ 
nouncing that the y oung woman had died 
of cholera morbus, superinduced by con­ 
gestion of the brain. 
Dr. P. W. Beale, the 
coroner of Camden county , rendered a v er­ 
dict to that effect, but Friday he publicly 
announced that death was due to Asiatic 
cholera. 
This conclusion was reached after 
two day s of careful inv estigation. Dr. Beale 
is an acknowledged authority on diseases 
of the bowels, and his assertion has created 
some little alarm. 
He bases it on ante and 
post m< rtem inquiries. 
Shortly after the girl reached here she 
ob tained a situ ation as a domestic in the 
Hu nt family. 
When she went there she 
was api>arently in good health. On Wednes 
day 
night, 
while 
getting su pper, 
she 
was attacked 
with 
violent 
pains in 
the 
epigastric region and fell on the 
or. 
She 
ha l 
eaten 
nothing 
for 
lou r hou rs, and then sparingly of meat 
and potatoes. 
She was taken to b ed and 
simple remedies of camphor and paregoric 
were applied 
withou t effect 
Ab ou t 11 
o’clock she b egan to vom it a profu -» o \ erspi- 
ratiu n b roke ou tall over her b ody, and the 
mu scu lar systenr b ecame rigid an i lax b y 
tu rns. 
Pu rging followed on hou r later, first 
like that in ordinary cholera morb u s. Later 
on the rice-water discharge was noticed b y 
the persons in attendance, b u t in their igno­ 
rance of the malady they attached no im­ 
portance to i t 
The pu pils of the patient’s 
eye* b ecame dilated, and she sank into a 
semi-corn a toee 
condition from which she 
was freq u ently arou sed b y excru ciating 
pains in the stomach. 
This continu ed u ntil 
nearly ti o’clock, when she sank into 
a 
stu por and remained in that condition u ntil 
death took place at 7:15 o’clock from ex­ 
hau stion.

These facts were learned from the family 
b y Dr. Beale. 
He had the b ody removed to 
an u ndertaking e-.tu b lisb n>mt, 
where he 
mado a fu rther examination and claims to 
have fou nd su fficient evidence to w arrant 
him in doclu ring the disease to have b een 
the Asiatic scou rge. 
The corpso b egan to 
show signs of decomposition within a few 
hou rs after death took place. 
The hou se 
where the girl died was thorou ghly fu mi­ 
gated Friday b y Dr. Beale’s order. 
A con­

T H E S P E E D O F C A R R I E R P IG E O N S . 
“The ordinary opeed made by homing 
pigeons does not exceed thirty miles 
an hour,” said a well-known Pennsyl­ 
vania Railroad official yesterday. 
“ In ­ 
stances are on record, however, of their 
doubling and even tripling that rate of 
speed. 
Pigeons were used as bearers 
of dispatches as long ago as the siege 
of Jerusalem, and were pressed into 
service during the siege of Paris by 
the German army. 
The art of train­ 
ing them is supposed to be carried to 
the greatest 
perfection in Turkey. 
Young birds are taken a half mile away 
and then set loose. 
The distance is 
increased from day to day until they 
are able to cover one thousand miles or 
return from the most remote x^arts of 
the kingdom. 
“The Belgians take their birds to the 
south of France, to Marseilles or Bay­ 
onne, and they make the distance from 
those j)oints to Antwerp, Brussels, 01* 
Ghent, five 
hundred miles, in ten 
hours. 
In tliis country high rates of 
speed have been attained, but I can not 
give you the exact time made. 
We 
used to send our pigeons out 011 the 
Pennsylvania Railroad to Pittsburgh 
and as far west as Columbus. 
They 
returned, but the results were not sat­ 
isfactory. 
The mountains which have 
to be crossed are infested with hawks, j 
and their tops are sometimes enveloped 
in clouds of mist, which confuse the 
birds and send them out of their way. 
“ The best results are now being ob­ 
tained by sending the birds ¡South. 
They follow the coast right up, with 
mountains 011 one hand and the ocean 
on the other as guides, and they make 
very good time. 
Flights are often 
made from Charlotte, N. C., to New 
.

York, a distance of 510 miles, and I 
have hoard of several from |>oints in 
South Carolina, 750 miles from New 
York, the object being to get them to

1,000 
miles.”—Philadelj>hia 
Times.

A sto Civ il Serv ice Refo rm- 


At the meeting of the National Reform 
League, held last week atNew’port, R. I., 
Geo. W . Curtis congratulated the mem­ 
bers upon the succe^ of civil service re­ 
form under the new administration. The 
causes for congratulation are, to the or­ 
dinary miud, not apparent. 
Indeed, the 
impression appears to be gaining ground 
among the people that modern civil ser. 
vice reform is a humbug and a failure. 
W e all admire the zeal displayed by Pres­ 
ident Cleveland in his heroic endeavors 
to scotch that vile reptile—the “ ubuse of 
the civil service.” 
But he is coming ,o 
occupy a position annalogous to that of 
that second Erigena w’ho, in his eager­ 
ness to strike a toad with the snath of his 
scythe, forgot that the blade encircled 
his owm neck, and,with one concentrated, 
irate, successful blow*, made an end of 
bis adversary, and sent bis owTn bead roll­ 
ing in the dust. 
The “ offensive parti- 
~ n” test is a clever device, but in reality 
.t is diametrically opposed to the prin­ 
ciple of reform in the civil service as 
enunciated by Geo. W. Curtis <fc Co.; for, 
either party coming into power can con­ 
sistently make it an excuse for removing 
every government official. 
The fact is 
civil service reform, as contemplated by 
modern reformers, has no place in our 
politics as now constituted. 
Radical r *- 
form in the civil service would eliminate 
one of the minor evils attendant upon the 
administration of government, lut it 
would expose us to far greater evils, and 
lead to a political status dangerous to re­ 
publican institutions. 
A presidential election is a conflict re­ 
newed ever}’ four years to see which of 
two parties shall have possession of gov­ 
ernment organism. 
The struggle is not 
only to see who shall be president, but to 
determine w’hich of two opposing policies 
of administration shall prevail. 
The suc­ 
cessful partly proceeds at ouce to enforce 
its policy in the administraton of govern­ 
ment. 
It e annot consistently do other­ 
wise. 
The President is bound by eveiy 
principle of political honor to enforce the 
policy and abide by the principles of his 
pr~ty as enunc'ated and expounded by 
the party leaders. 
But the President 
cannot alone enforce party policy and 
principles. 
He must have a co*ps of of 
fi cials in full sympathy with him. 
And 
the more sincere and strong a party isi n 
the conviction that its own methods an 1 
policies are beneficial, and thoce of its 
opponent detrimental, to the government 
and people, the stronger becomes the 
moral obligation of that party to take the 
w’holo machinery of government 
all 
its details into its own hands. 
Here is 
an iiicou g.uity in the idea of a Demo­ 
cratic administration run by Republican 
officials, or v' a r rsa ; anil there is a 
glowing incosistency in warmly advoca­ 
ting certain policy of administration as 
the only wise and safe policy, and then, 
after receh lug popular endorsement at 
the polls, leaving the management of 
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go v ernment o ffices in the hands o f their 
o ppo nets. 
“ Turn the rascals o ut,” has 
a meaning and a significance hardly 
co mpatible w 1th “ civ il serv ice refo rm.” 
As the President is mo rally bo und to 
cany o ut the principles o f his party , so 
is he in justice and ho no r bo und to place 
the management o f go v ernment affairs in 
the hands o f tho se who elev ated him to 
po wer. 
By so do ing he no t o nly pro ­ 
v ides fo r Hie enfo rcement o f his pauy 's 
po licy , but at Pie same time rewards lus 
friend» . 
He o v v s his po sitio n who lly to 
the untiling cffo its and skillful manage­ 
ment. o f the party leaders, and to the 
fai*t'ful allegiance o f the rank and tile o f 
the pariy . Ho w can he do o therwise than 
use the patro nage o f the o ffice fo r the 
benefit o f his suppo rters? 
A President 
who has no party must try to cairy o n 
the go v ernment witho ut a party , and that 
is plainly impo ssible. 
A’l the tendency 
has been to make the President the leader 
o f his party . 
It is the o n’y co nsistent 
po sitio n an 
American 
President can 
take. 
Ho w can a man, selected as the 
standard bearer o f a party , the represeu. 
tativ e o f a party po licy and principles, 
elev ated to po wer by the united and per­ 
sistent effo rt o f paitizaa leaders, and the 
use o f party o rganizatio n « :ul machinery , 
cut lo o e fro m pa uy ties and cuddeuly as­ 
sume a neutral po sitio n between the two 
parties and independent o f eithei? The 
early fa ther may hav e co ntemplated the 
o ffice as a high po sitio u div o rced fro m pur- 
tizan feelings and party affiliatio ns; but 
the v ery idea is absurd in o ur po litics 
no w. 
The Y esident is the standard- 
bearer o f his p: rty ; the re o r sentativ eo f 
his party ’» principles; elev ated to po sitio n 
by the leaders o f his party ; and he must 
go where the paity leaders direct. 
Jf he 
do es so Ue has a * pro spero us admini>iia- 
tio n.” 
He r’so takes a co nsistent and 
ho no rable po sitio n, which he cud o riiers 
can unde: stand. 


—The telegraphic repo rts co me with 
the startling acco unts o f the co nv ulsio ns, 
with v o miting interv ening, as the Do cto rs 
wo uld say , o f Co to pax i. 
It is, ho wev er 
nearly time fo r Co to pax i to be in a bad 
way as she do cs no t enjo y an eruptio n 
sav e at interv a l o f abo ut a third o f_a 


century, and being throttled so long when 
she does gain relief it is no child’s play 
Cotopaxi is one of mother earth’s throats 
(in fact we might say twenty-five or thirty 
thousand miles of esophagus; or such a 
gullet as we heard our friend Oliver 
Wagoner wish for as he supped a toddy 
he much enjoyed even with his short 
palate)—a sort of escape valve for her 
igneous throes—and it is located, as the 
boy in the geography class will remember, 
in Ecuador, right on the equator, in the 
Andes, being the highest volcano of the 
world; reaching over nineteen thousand 
feet into the clouds. 
Cotopaxi seems to 
be blowing off.
